Dennis Smith writes: “Il read in the 
September VUD Mailbox the note about North 
Carolina Public TV doing a series of programs 
on digital television. 

Here in California, my cousin in San 
Francisco told me that PBS KQED-9 recently 
did a one-time 1/2-hour local show about DTV 
that he said was very good, explaining hook-up 
and use of a DT converter box for those with 
antennas, and time for many answers to 
questions. 

Just a few days ago, our nearby PBS 
station, KCET-28 Los Angeles, did a similar 


one-time 1/2-hour local special, but it wasn't 
very good in my opinion. For one thing, they 
did it in English and translation into Spanish, 
which was good for Spanish viewers without 
SAP but which cut down on available time for 
questions and answers. And_ then, their 
illustration showed a box being connected only 
to a monitor-type analog TV with both the RCA 
video and audio wires and the RF coax to ch. 
3-4 with no further explanation. Quite 
misleading. 

| reported on the following initially in the 
August 2008 VUD. Here is an update on 
continuing comparisons of my (1) Radio Shack 
Accurian DTV box (manufactured Oct 2004) 
and (2) LG 20LS7D HD 20" flat-screen TV 
(DTV & analog) receiver (Feb 2008), in 
addition to a (3) Zenith[/LG] DTT901 DTV 
converter box (May 2008). The LG and Zenith 
are about equal in signal sensitivity. The 
Accurian has less sensitivity, to the extent that 
it is not dramatically less, but rather is 
somewhat less in that it seems a bit ‘sluggish’ 
compared to the other two. To illustrate, the LG 
and Zenith will show full picture/sound on a 
marginal-strength DT station while the 
Accurian may show data only; and on a yet 
weaker DT signal, the Accurian will show 
nothing whereas the LG and Zenith will give at 
least data and possibly a series of still/frozen 
images. The LG has performed reasonably 
nicely on DT and analog tropo DX in California 
with nothing more than indoor rabbit ears and 
bowtie in Santa Barbara and with the same 
antennas on trips to Oakland and the Santa 
Cruz Mountains, and with modest outdoor 
antennas in Wasco (I didn't take Accurian or 
Zenith along) (see Western TV-DX reports in 
recent months through this VUD issue). | hope 
this further clarifies my general observations 
previously noted in the August VUD.” 


BEDFORD BROWN 


If there’s a Hall of Fame for TV DXers 
somewhere, Bedford probably should be there. 
This came from Morrie Goldman through the 
wtfda.org website: BROWN Bedford P. Brown, 
Jr., 69, retired meteorologist for the New 
Orleans Weather Bureau, died June 6 in a 
Slidell hospital. A world traveling bird watcher, 
Brown grew up in Hot Springs, AR where he 
graduated as Validictorian of Hot Springs High 
School. He then earned a degree in 
meteorology from the University of Texas. He 


worked for the U.S. Weather Service in 
Chicago and Puerto Rico before moving to 
Slidell. He is survived by five first cousins, 
Harley Bledsoe of Benton, AR; Tom Bledsoe 
(Terry) of Asheville, NC; Jim Bledsoe, Carolyn 
Hebert (Byron) and Penny Smothers (Brad) all 
of Hot Springs. He is also survived by a 
number of cousins across the U.S. and 
numerous friends around the world. He was 
preceded in death by both parents Bedford 
Philmore Brown, Sr. and Hazel Lois Bledsoe 
Brown. Services were private. Donations in his 
honor may be made to the American Diabetes 
Association. 

Bob Cooper recalls “Morrie Goldman's 
forward of the obit for Bedford Brown brings 
back memories. Bedford was THE top TV DXer 
in the late 50s. A high school lad, his family 
had a pioneering (Dumont) receiver and a five 
element cut to channel (4) yagi on a hilltop just 
outside Hot Springs (Arkansas), with Alliance 
rotor. Their ‘local’ signals consisted of 
Oklahoma City, Memphis, Dallas - all in the 
200+ range - this was pre-1953 when the new 
station freeze ended allowing new stations on 
the air. Bedford was an Es fanatic and one day 
received more than 60 stations on E skip. His 
loggings on Venezuela, Argentina were equally 
legendary. | last spoke with him in 2002 or 
thereabouts - had recently retired, fighting adult 
onset diabetes, still interested enough in TV 
DX to have an extensive VHF-UHF array on 
his roof in Slidell. It was, he told me, his 
interest in ‘weather patterns'§ and_ their 
association with TV DX that caused him to 
become a meteorologist for the U.S Weather 
service.” 

Gary Olson writes “Bedford lived in 
Chicago for awhile and as | remember we went 
together to the convention in Royal Oak, 
Michigan taking the Greyhound bus to get 
there. It must have been around 1964. He 
was a fascinating fellow in many ways and my 
trip with him revealed the non-DXer side of a 
very unique person. | used to see him on 
occasion after that while he was in Chicago. | 
recall getting together with him at the home of 
Tom Hidley and his wife on Chicago's north 
side on Canfield Avenue along with a couple of 
other DXers including Dave Swanson who 
lived in the quad cities for a long time. Another 
historic figure from the DXers of the early days 
has left us unfortunately. 

For those of you old enough to remember 
the name of Morrie Goldman, Morrie is alive 
and well and living in Florida. He’s glad the 
club is still around and doing well. And we 
thank him for thinking enough of us to send in 
the information on Bedford. 

For those of you who may be interested, 
I’ve scanned two years worth of AIPA bulletins 
and they've been uploaded to wtfda.org. A 
couple of new pages have to be created there 
before you can get in to read the bulletins. The 
years 1960 and 1961 have been scanned. 


We've got some bulletins from the mid 1950s 
but the quality of the print is really poor and 
those may never get scanned. 1962 and 1963 
are the newest bulletins we have in this box 
sent in by Matt Sittel. If we can salvage 
anything else, we will sure try.

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WTFDA Statistics 


Unlike the stock market and my 401k, 
WTFDA membership seems to be going 
against the grain. This month we hit 254 
WTFDAers at the beginning of September and 
October will be over 260. | haven't seen 
numbers like this since 2002. It seems like 
people are noticing the WTFDA website 
(wtfda.org) and the WTFDA_ Forums

have already taken advantage of our Paypal 
page, which lets you join or renew right at that 
page, which is something you could not do 
before with Paypal. Right now, about 20% of 
our membership receives just the eVUD every 
month (that’s about 60 people, give or take a 
few).

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Two applicants for non-commercial channel 
43 in Sacramento were found equally 
qualified. Both have been named tentative 
permittees. 


The FCC is encouraging them to reach a 
settlement, via which one applicant will 
voluntarily withdraw their application and the 
permit will be granted to the other one. 


If no settlement is reached, both 
applications will be granted — and the 
licensees will be expected to share time on 
the channel. The Commission encourages 
them to reach a_ voluntary = sharing 
agreement, but if one is not reached, one 
will be imposed by the FCC. 


Regarding KTSC in Pueblo... 


The station's current analog and interim 
digital (ch. 26) facilities are on Pikes Peak 
near Colorado Springs. 


It holds a permit to move its digital facility to 
its current analog channel 8 but at their old 
analog site in Pueblo, at a power of 2,500 
watts. 


They then filed to increase permanent digital 
power to 22.5kw from their existing analog 
antenna in Colorado Springs. 


Now, this application has been amended to 
stay at their Pueblo site but at a power of 
105kw instead of 2.5kw. 


KQTV-DT's application (St. Joseph, 
Missouri) is an amendment to an application 
for 100kw/87m which would have moved 
them to a new tower about 5km southeast of 
the existing tower. The new application will 
have the station stay on its existing tower. 


KVIH-12's application to change their DTV 
assignment from channel 20 to channel 12 
has been denied by the FCC. KVIH is the 
only TV station in Clovis, and to avoid 
mutual interference with some _ Texas 
stations, their DTV power level would be 
limited on channel 12. At the lower possible 
power, nearly 12% of the population within 
the station's current analog service area 
would lose service from KVIH — and since 
KVIH is the only station, they would lose all 
over-the-air TV service.

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New Noises About DTV Transition; Push for 'Grace Period'

The digital television transition in Wilmington, 
N.C. was widely hailed as a success -- public 
awareness of the DTV switch was_ high, 
thousands of people bought converter boxes 
with government coupons, and a relatively small 
number of people called in with problems during 
the first day after the switch took place. 


"We only found one person, out of everyone who 
called, who wasn't aware that there was going to 
be a transition to digital television," said 
Wilmington Mayor Bill Saffo, ina phone interview 
with Wired.com last week. 


There was good reason for the transition to go 
smoothly -- the city was inundated with FCC 
staffers, who went to fairs, retirement homes and 
electronics stores to get the word out; there were 
tons of volunteers; and there was tremendous 
support from within the community. 


But for a handful of people -- whose opinion 
matters -- the test didn't instill much confidence 
in the current game plan, under which all analog 
broadcast television will be shut off on Feb. 17, 
2009. 


FCC Commissioner Michael Copps reportedly 
called on the FCC late last week to figure out a 
way for broadcasters to extend analog 
broadcasts after the cutoff, according to a 
Broadcasting & Cable report. (Copps is out of 
the country and wasn't available to return our 
call.) 
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This came a couple days after Copps submitted 
a letter to FCC Chairman Kevin Martin 
suggesting that the hard deadline of Feb. 17 was 
a little severe. 


"The February 17, 2009 deadline is a hard date. 
We have only once chance to get this right. We 
must be prepared -- as much as humanly 
possible -- for whatever occurs. There is no 
precedent for what we are about to do," wrote 
Copps, in the letter which included nine 
suggestions of how to ease the transition. 


He's not alone, according to Broadcasting & 
Cable. Wade Hargrove, an attorney representing 
the North Carolina Association of Broadcasters 
also reportedly supports a 30-day grace period. 


"It seems to me that Congress should give 
serious consideration to stations to continue to 
broadcast 30 days in analog carrying a slate like 
the Wilmington stations," he told Broadcasting & 
Cable. 


It's a reasonable suggestion, and it's hard to 
imagine that there would be much resistance to 
it. Then again, the proposed grace period could 
require that some broadcasters absorb the costs 
of both digital and analog transmissions at once, 
which may not be insignificant. 


In the meantime, we may be able to glean more 
from FCC Chairman Kevin Martin, who is 
scheduled to testify before the House Energy 
and Commerce Committee on the DTV transition 
tomorrow.

The Summer Sporadic-E Season has come to a screeching halt. By the 
second week in August, sporadic-E openings swiftly became rare and anemic. 
Now, as | write in September, VHF is deader than Wall Street investment 
banking. But, such is the nature of the world above 50 MHz. 

There have been a few scattered tropo openings that have broken up the 
monotony. August an brought Illinois, Ohio, and similar spots into Memphis on 2 
meters (144 MHz). September 7" netted some nice contacts deep into Texas 
with paths to about 600 miles. Some operators were only running 50 Watts and 
still delivered nice signals. 


Since we have an extended, though unwanted DX break, we can turn to 
more esoteric questions about the hobby. Much ink has been spilled lately about 
the Solar Cycle. As most of us know, the Sun is expected to live on an 11-year 
cycle with sunspots all but disappearing at the bottom of the Cycle, and liberally 
peppering the Sun at the Cycle’s peak. With those spots, F2 layer maximum 
useable frequency (“MUF”) rises, and on rare occasions, peaks into the 6m (50 
MHz) band. We are at the bottom of Cycle 23 now, and await the ramping up of 
Cycle 24. But, we have been waiting a long time — longer than most expected. 

Forecasting solar cycles is, to say the least, an inexact science. 
Depending on who one listens to, the bottom of the Cycle has been here for a 
year, or so, with little hint that new Cycle 24 has really gotten going yet. 

Recently, the Sun went an entire calendar month without a single spot, and 
according to NASA and the European Space Agency, the solar wind just reached 
a 50-year low. Some have even posited that we may be entering an extended 
period of solar inactivity, as the Sun takes a breather — generating few, if any, 
sunspots, and by extension, little chance of 50 MHz F2 propagation. 

A long period of solar quiet is not unprecedented. For about 70 years in 
the 17" and 18" centuries, very little happened on the Sun’s surface. This NASA 
chart clearly illustrates both the regular pattern, and the lack of activity in this 
historic break, Know as the “Maunder Minimum.”

It is way too early to label current solar activity as some abnormal pause. 
The Sun operates on its own schedule, and there is a lot we simply cannot 
understand. Further, the 11-year period is only an average. But, this period of 
solar minimum has been deep, indeed. Those of us who frequent 6 meters are 
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really, really looking forward to Cycle 24 getting its act together, and take some 
solace in the fact that a spot with proper location and polarity to be a Cycle 24 
spot recently appeared on the Sun’s face. Still, | haven’t seen any 6m activity off 
the F2 layer since 2006. And, until we get a Solar Flux Index into triple digits, 
there is no reason to expect any. Fortunately, sporadic-E works independent of 
SFI. So, that’s something.

On June 21st | finally put up an APS-9B FM antenna | had purchased last winter in the place of my CM 4228 
UHF bowtie, which | plan on re-installing (and therefore taking the APS-9B down) for a final analog tropo 
season, whenever that comes. I'm very impressed with the antenna's range. The regular reception zone 
seems to stretch eastward to Green Bay, Wisconsin, with 89.3 WPNE usually making it in, north to Thunder 
Bay (previously very rare) and Fort Frances, Ontario, west to Fargo and possibly Arthur, North Dakota, and 
south to near the Minnesota / lowa border. Although I've managed to log a great variety of new stations via 
this mode, ones | couldn't before due to lack of directionality or gain, | have yet to hear any tropo beyond my 
281 mile logging of KVMI Arthur, ND (on a relatively clear frequency). Even the unusually strong tri-state area 
(MN/WI/IA border) signals on the night of the 11th - 12th failed to produce anything from Des Moines, Sioux 
City, or even Waterloo / Cedar Rapids.
